5,300-Mile 
Trip 
is 
Ended 


Without 
Mishap 


BUENOS 
AIRES, 
Argentina, 
Feb. 18.—(U P )—Five giant Unit­ 
ed States army planes known as 
“flying fortresses” roared across 
the 
Andes 
and the Argentine 
Pampas today and landed at this 
capital, completing a 5,300 mile 
flight from Miami, Florida. 
The first of the silver squadron 
came down at the El Palomar 
airdrome at 11:10 a. rn. EST. This 
was 34 hours arid 15 minutes after 
the departure from Miami, includ­ 
ing a six-hour stop at Lima, Peru. 
Airport Thronged 
A huge throng was at the air­ 
port, including high officials and 
representatives of the American 
embassy, to greet the fliers, who 
came here in connection with the 
inaugural ceremonies of President 
Elect Roberto M. Ortiz next Sun­ 
day. 
The sixth plane of the armada, 
with its four officers and four 
enlisted men commanded by Maj. 
Vincent J. Meloy, was forced to 
remain a while at Lima because 
of propeller trouble. Meloy had 
his 
crew 
working through 
the 
night to complete repairs so that 
he could take off seven hours be­ 
hind the others. 
The 
five 
huge 
bombers 
left 
Lima at 10:55 p. rn. yesterday. 
They had arrived there at 4:39 
p. rn. after a 2,700-mile non-stop 
flight from Miami, Fla. 
Lieut.-Coi. Olds Leads 
Lieut. Col. Robert Olds, com­ 
manding the squadron, 
led the 
four-motored, 22-ton ships over the 
regular route 
of

The well was running wild beside 
its overturned derrick at the edge 
of this congested community of oil 
field shacks and warehouses, where 
rescue workers were still plodding 
through the ruins left by 
the* 
storm, hunting for more dead and 
injured. 
An area two miles long and a 
quarter of a mile wide was devas­ 
tated by the storm. It extended to 
within a block of the main busi­ 
ness comer and back along the 
rambling colony of supply houses 
and “cartop” and “shotgun” shacks 
where oil field families lived. 
Amid the ruins of these shacks, 
men had worked all night, mostly 
in darkness, carrying out dead and 
injured, who were loaded in trucks, 
cars and the few available ambu­ 
lances and taken to the towns of 
Vivian, La., and Atlanta, Tex., each 
about 
IO miles 
sway, 
and

Shreveport, the nearest large city, 
35 miles South. 
Rain Hinders Rescue 
A driving rain that accompanied 
the tornado at 9:45 p. r n . continued 
all night and increased the hard­ 
ships of the rescue work.

Rev. Father Gerard A. Donovan, 
kidnaped by 
bandits

Catholic mission at Fushun, Man- 
chukuo, last Oct. 5. was strangled 
on Jan. 21, the Japanese foreign 
office spokesman said 
today 
in 
quoting official reports from Muk­ 
den. 
He said that the priest, a native 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., and member of 
the Maryknoll order, was strangled 
because chillblains prevented him 
from keeping up with the pace set 
by the fleeing bandits. 
Japanese gendarmerie, the re ­ 
port said, arrested an alleged com­ 
munist bandit, W ang Fu-Sheng, on 
Feb. IO, the day Father Donovan’s 
body was found. Wang reportedly 
confessed kidnaping the priest for 
ransom and abondonlng his body 
in the mountains north of Antung 
in southern Manchukuo. 
Information supplied by Wang, 
it was said, led to finding of the 
body. 
Funeral services for the priest 
were held at the Fushun Catholic 
church Wednesday. 
R. B. Ludden, American vice- 
consul at Mukden, who identified 
the body at Huaijensien, believed 
Father Donovan had been dead a 
week before his body was found. 
He said that the priest had suffer­ 
ed severe hardships.

Long Ago". 
It 
consists in ex­ 
cerpts from his 
g r e a t - g reat- 
g r a ndmother’s 
diary. She lived 
In Philadelphia: 
the diary covers 
the years from 
1758 to 1807. 
i 
It 
gives 
a 
very good pic­ 
ture of medical 
practice in those 
colonial d a y s ; 
Mrs. D r i n k e r 
took a lively in­ 
terest in sick­ 
ness, a trait that she apparently 
handed down to her descendants, 
for Dr. Drinker, the editor of the 
diary*, is distinguished as the in­ 
ventor of the iron lung, so well 
publicized today in the treatment 
of infantile paralysis. 
They lived in what would be a 
queer world to us. 
Everything we 
instinctively do when faced with 
sickness was unknown to them. 
Smallpox vaccination, ether and 
asepsis in surgical operations, and 
in childbirth; the stethoscope, the 
clinical thermometer, bathtubs, the 
hypodermic syringe, were all un­ 
known. 
In 1803, indeed, the Drinkers did 
become possessed of a bathtub— 
made of wood lined with tin and 
painted, with castors under ye bot­ 
tom and a brass lock to let out the 
water, costing 17 dollars. They fre­ 
quently lent it to neighbors who 
had illness in their homes. 
Most of the medicine practiced 
was domestic, the administration 
>»f home remedies by the mother of 
the family. 
"Sam Lewis, a little 
boy from Sleepy Creek, came to

live with us; he had the itch; which 
I basted him on the seventh night 
with brimstone”—brimstone being 
sulphur, was good treatment, sul­ 
phur ointment being the approved 
treatment today.

dren, and it is admirable that so 
few bad consequences follow—it 
slips down the common sewer with 
other things, and kind nature often 
avoids calamity." 
In 1796, the Drinkers encoun­ 
tered the most famous of Ameri­ 
can quacks. 
Elisha Perkins was 
a shrewd son of Connecticut, who 
felt that he did his patients a great 
deal of good as he passed his 
> hands over them in the course of 
I examination. 
He ascribed this to 
electro-magnetic 
influences, 
and 
thought they would be more pow­ 
erful if he used metals. So he con­ 
structed a pair of tractors, one 
brass and the other steel, and ap­ 
plied them at different points on 
the body with apparent great suc­ 
cess in many diseases. 
March 23. 1796, the diary records 
Elisha Perkins, or Dr. Perkins, 
"was here this afternoon and oper­ 
ated on H. D. with his metallic 
instruments for the rheumatism; if 
my faith is necessary to the cure, 
I fear ’tis not compleat," says the 
shrewd old lady. 
Elisha Perkins has gone his way 
and one no longer hears of the 
metal tractors, but the credulity 
and superstition that made him 
famous still exists, and people fall 
for Abram machines and a thou­ 
sand fancy treatments.
